HERRIN FRI. NIGHT 


Neal Herrin, well known farm- 
er residing in the Curtis communi- 
ty, was killed almost instantly last 
Friday night in an automobile ae 
cident on the Opp-Elba Highway 
at Danley’s Cross Roads, when the 
light truck on which he was riding: 
collided with a car being’ driven 
by C. W. Cleary of Crestview, Fla, 

According to reports of the ae- 
cident, which were borne out at a 
preliminary hearing here Wednes- 
day morning, Herrin, with his son, 
were traveling on the truck with 
out lights. They were traveling 
South and had just passed Grimes’ 
Store, where there is a sharp 
curve, and were bearing to the 
left of the road when the Cleary 
car approached from the South, 
going in a northerly direction. 
Cleary stated that he did not see 
any lights and that the truek was 
upon him before he knew it, There 
was not room for him to keep to 
the right side of the road, and as 
he swung to the left, the truck hit 
his car near the door. :

The 
front part of the Herrin truck was 
almost demolished, and the right 
side of Cleary’s car was badly dam- 
aged, 

Immediately after the crash 
Cleary called for a physician tovat- 
tend the injured man, but death! 
came before medical aid reached 
him. It is also said that Cleary 
made arrangements for the burial} 
of the dead man, and offered all 
assistance possible. Officers went 
to the scene and placed Cleary un- 
der arrest. 

A preliminary hearing was held 
Wednesday morning at Elba be- 
fore Justice C. R. Talbot. After 
hearing several witnesses, some of 
whom testified that the truck was 
traveling without lights, and also 
hearing the statements of Cleary 
and Miss Rawlinson as to the po- 
sition of the truck on the road, 


Justice Talbot pronounced the ac- 
cident unavoidable and discharged 
Cleary.

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Here I am again and I am brag’ 


ging on those two new cows which | 


I bought last week. They both 
have male calves and | am not go- 
inp to sell either of them. I am 


voing to get me two of these heif- | 


er calves like the boys have been 
getting from up at the city of 
Montgomery, give them both to 
one cow and then give her the two 
male calves also. ‘I know it will 
be hard on her to look after them 
all and feed them.
